that aliens do net fail to register and 
that if after registration they learn 
they have made mistakes in the filling 
out of returns they report immedi- 
ately.

. The case was removed to Monroe, 
Green county for trial, because of the 
prejudice of the people of -Dane county 
and in October 1843, Vineyard was ac- 
quitted of the 
charge.

showed that he acted in self-defense, 
He and Arndt had been warm personal 
friends and on the morning of 
the 


shooting, they had been seen arm in 
arm, in friendly 
conversation.

event stirred the little city of Madi- 
son and was a topic of much discus-:

of the legislature, until the civil war 
came, giving the members topics of

•EVER before has the common man needed a spokesman as 


We are engaged in a great world war. We are pre- 
now. 


paring for the conflict with feverish haste. The government is 
giving all its time and thought and energy to the problem of win- 
nlng the war. It is probably to be expected that democracy at 
home will be'forgotten in the stress of lighting for democracy 
abroad. In its name positions of power and special advantages 
are being given men who have always stood for privilege, and 
who have fought any liberalization of our government for the 
benefit of the masses. At this time, when the government haa 
been compelled, by necessity, to take over the railroads, and peo- 
ple are on the verge of freezing because of a break down in trans- 
portation and private ownership of coal fields, Congress is calmly 
engaged in giving away the National water powers, th^ast and 
greatest natural resource of the nation—greatest because of it 
can never be exhausted, so long as God sends rain to water the 
earth. When the family have all rushed to a neighboring fire, 
then is the time to burglarize the home. Now is the time, in the 
stress of a world war, to steal the nation's resources! Who will 
yi>ice a word of protest, for the common man? 


War profiteers, in the mad scramble for wealth, have in- 


creased profits until their acts are creating a stench mounting to 
high heaven.

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WAR SUMMARY 


(By the Associated Press) 


Announcement of America's purpose to emancipate the 


world from the threat and. attempted mastery of selfish 
groups of autocratic rulers by President Wilson comes at 
almost the same time that the German^emperor, exulting 
over the collapse of opposition on the eastern front, ex- 
claims that peace will come, "but the victoipy of German 
arms must firstt be recognized." 


In reiterating the intention of the American people to 


continue the war until a new international order devoid of 
government by intrigue and force is- realized, the president 
answered the statements made recently by Chancellor von 
Hertling for Germany and Foreign Minister Czernin -for 
.Austria-Hungary. 
A proposal to end hostilities only on 


German terms is seen hi Von Hertling's utterance, while 
Cpunt Czernin, the president said, spoke in a friendly .tone, 
seeing that basic elements of peace with clear eyes. 


The German emperor's reply to congratulations on the 


peace agreement with the Ukraine glorifies the policy of 
might, Germany, he says, shall seek in every way to bring 
peace to the world, but those who refuse the German terms 
"must be forced to have peace" while acknowledging the 
power of the German sword. 


Meanwhile, on the western, front, where Germany is 


massing her forces to crush the entente, there are-gigns of 
growing alertness, portending the battles to come\ The 
weather has improved and on some parts of the British 
front the ground is in condition for military operations on a 
larger scale than for several months. German troops and 
guns are. still pouring into France opposite the British 
lines, but the British are reported confident, the preponder- 
ance of men and guns being still with the allies. 


Raids are increasing in intensity and the artillery fire 


is becoming more'violent along important sectors. In an 
attack against Caurieres woods, northeast of Verdun, the 
French repulsed the Germans with loss. On the Italian 
front, the. Austrians have failed in attempts against the 
•positions west of the Erenta captured recently by the Ital- 
ians.
